Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not teach or suggest a liquid crystal display device comprising pixel electrodes, 
each of which includes a plurality of electrode units disposed through a slit and 
electrically connected to each other wherein each of the electrode units includes a solid 
part and a plurality of extension parts extending from the solid part toward an outer 
peripheral direction of the electrode unit and a ratio of a square measure of the solid 
part to a square measure of an area within an outer periphery of the electrode unit being 
50% or more. 

The closest prior art reference U.S. 2003/0071952 (Yoshida) discloses a liquid 
crystal display device having pixel electrodes that includes a plurality of electrode units 
electrically connected to each other and disposed through slits having a solid part and 
extension parts. But Yoshida (commonly owned) alone or in combination with any other 
references fails to teach or suggest that a ratio of the square measure of the solid part 
to a square measure of an area within an outer periphery of the electrode unit being 
50% or more.
